The assistant chief warder, Bonnet,

Drahonnet had found a long-handled 
hatchet with which he did terrible 
damage, and a few minutes after the 
death of his chief, Bonnet was killed 
by a crushing stroke of the ringlead- 
er’s axe which cleft his skull in 
two. 

The fight had taken place on the 
ground floor of the prison. The 
noise ‘was heard outside, and a lieu- 
tenant of Colonial Infantry, Lieuten- 
ant Pernin, who happened to be pass- 
ing, rushed in to give assistance to the 
warders. He _ received two knife 
wounds in the throat and another in 
the left side, and is not expected to 
recover, 

Close cn the heels of Lieutenant 
Pernin came the commfssioner of po- 
lice, but the mutineers tore his clothes 
to pieces, rushed him out of the pris- 
on and locked the doors. |The ward- 
ers followed, ‘or by this time;the_pris- 
oners on the upper floors had been 
released, and outrumbering;their jail- 
ors, they ernelled them and barricad- 
ed themselves-in—the. prison , 

“An immense crowd-of civilians, -po- 
lice, gendarmes and soldiers surronnd- 
ed the prison. The representative of 
the government and the commissioner 
of police took command, (and after 
three hours’ seige the outer doors 
were forced. | 

The ground floor corridors were 
dark and silent. The mutineers had 
cut off the electric light supply. 
An acetylene lamp was brought and 


the white walls were seen to be drip-! 
ping with dlood. There |was not a' 


mutineer in sight, and in the middle 
of the corridcr lay the bodies of the 
chief warder, his wife and his assist- 
ant. Mme, Archinard’s head had 
rolled down the corridor, and was 
stopped by the open door of an empty 
cell.

stairs to the second floor. The mut- 
ineers were waiting for them, and 
when. more doors were forced there 
wag a-short but fierce hand to hand 
struggle, ; 

A volley cowed the mutineers. One 
of them, a sailor named Magnaud, was 
found dead .n a cell. Behind him 
the dead body of Drahonnet, the ring- 
leader, hung from a nail in the ceil- 
ing. 

The victims, dead and _wounded, 
were taken to the civil hospital and 
all the mutineers were safely locked 
in cells by midnight.

Take the questivh of 
babies. Many a mother thoughtliessiy 
allows ber baby. to stay in a beuted 
room in which there are several oc- 
cupants. With so many people breath- 
ing this sathe atmosphere it soon has 
its oxygen exhausted, and: it is not an 
uncommon thing to see the baby yawm 
aud become fretful. Those who un- 
derstand this cause either lmmediate- 
ly change the air in the sume room 
or take the little one Into another room 
that has been apecially aired, that he 
may regain his composure, For thie 
same reason it is imperative for grown- 
ups to avoid keeping the baby in rooms 
where household duties are being per- 
formed, as the odors from cooking, the 
dust from sweeping and the steam 
from wasbing all rob the air of the 
freshness s0 beneficial to the health 
of an infant. Busy mothers especially 
should see the advantage of training 
an baby to stay in one place, and, that 
place should be made clean and wel? 
ventilated. Frequent trips to this 
room can be made between tasks, to 
change positions and to leok after his 
comfort. 

Even in cold weather indoor airings 
of fifteen minute periods shonid be 
given to babies: They should be com- 
menced. when the little one is a month! 
old, and an excellent way to keep bim 
warm is to put film into his coat, 
leggings and bonnet and then tuck 
him into his crib or carriage beneath 
some warm, light weight covering and 
place -him face forward toward the 
widely opened windows. Cure should 
be taken to see that all doors in this” 
room are kept closed to prevent 
drafts. 

It 1s not aniversally recognized that 
the constant supply of pure sir for the 
tiny lungs of the baby is fully as im- 
portant as bis food. Fresh, pure air is 
required to renew and purify his blood, 
and the beneficial effects produced by 
it are good temper, red cheeks and an 

improved appetite. : 

Just when it is safe to becin taking 
a baby out of doors in winter is a 
question often asked by the young 
mother. It is wiser to wait until he 
is three months’ old and then only on 
pleasant days,’ He should be turked 
snugly. into bis carriage and kept in 
the sunshine, out of the wind, with 


the precaution always of shading bis... 


eyes from the sunlight. Days when

heavy should be avoided, and a nap 
in an open air sleeping room: substi- 
tuted. - When babies are ont of doors 
they should be constantly watched to 
see that they are not suffering from’ 
cold, as it is important that a baby’s 
bodily beat shouldbe maintained. 
is well for mothers to remember that 
many of the diseases of infant life are 
directly attributable to overhe:ted and 
vitia

Trophies That Have Been Justified by, 
Their Recipients. 


That famous journalist, Mr. W. T, 
Stead, began his ‘career as an author 
by winning a prize in a competition 
organized by a boys’ paper. 

It was in the ‘sixties that a boys’ 
journal, of which young Stead was @ 
regular reader,’ pffered a prize of & 
guinea, to be spent in hooks approved 
by the editor, for the best effort in a: 
literary competition, The winner was 
annotnced as ‘‘W. T. Stead,” and the 
hooks. he chose were several volumes 


of the poets. It was this success which” 


made Stead resolve to be a great writ- 
er and editor himself. 

That prolific and most successful 
authoress, Mrs... Henry Wood, whose 
novels are said to have sold to the 
extent, of over 4,000,000 copies up to 
now, began her career with, winning 
the prize of $500 offered by a Band of 
Hepe organization for a temperance 
tale. Mrs. Wood’s prize story was en- 
titled ‘‘Danesbury House,”’ and at the 
tim: the large amount given for the 
prize was regarded as wonderful. Dee 
lighted with this initial success, Mrs. 
Wood immediately began a second 
long story, which Mersrs. Bentley pur- 
chased at. onee, for the authoress’ 
name was then known I"r and wide as 
the winner of that notable prize. This 
new ‘story proved to be “East Lynne,” 
and thus commenced a wonderful run 
of suecess which lasted right away till 
the lamented death of Mrs. Wood a 
few years Ago. 

One day in the ‘eighties of last cen- 
tury a young Jewish school leachar 
in London chanced to pick up a po 
lar weekly, and saw that it was Mt oe 
ing a prize for the best short sto 
Thinking how useful this prize would 
be to him, and imagining he had a 
good story to tell; that young Jew 

rote a tale, and duly despatched it 
to the paper in question. A little while 
afterwards he had the satisfaction of 
seeing his effort announced as the 
prizewinner, and when a bigger prize 
of $25 was similarly offered for a
